Report Panic, 
Fear Grip 
Survivors 


Quito, Ecuador, Aug. 
9 — 
(AP)—Fear and panic gripped 
survivors as damage continued 
to mount in the earthquake- 
stricken Patate valley today. 


Quito observatory reported a 
new shock last night and said 
it probably was rather strong 
in the ravaged area south of 
this capital. 


Marauding Indians of the Salasa- 
ca tribe attacked relief 
columns 
working toward the stricken area 
yesterday, government officials said, 
but were beaten off. 
Rnmbllngs Terrify People 


The severe tremors Friday night 
virtually destroyed Ambato, Pelileo 
and other towns and badly dam- 
aed 50 villages. The appearance of 
new sulphurous springs and crevices, 
the continuing collapse cf hillsides 
and strange underground rumblings 
accompanied by surface movements 
has alarmed survivors. 


The destruction of still another 
town. Queero, 15 miles from Ambato 
in Tungurahua province,-and the 
nearby village of Pailllrais, was re- 
ported today by survivors escaping 
from the area. 


Eyewitnesses said a 1,000-foot high 
hill was split in two by the shock 
at Quero, and Paillitas was swal- 
lowed up. Entire houses and fields, 
' with farm hands and agricultural 
implements, disappeared in the up- 
heaval. 
II Lost At Quero 


The survivors were so shaken by 
yje experience that they could not 
give a clear account of the happen- 


% . ing. They said only about 10 lives 
were lost at Quero, a town of 2,500 
because the first tremor was light 
' and gave warning to the inhabitants 
. to flee their houses. Not a house re- 
mained standing. 


They said groups of workers at- 
tempting to restore the highway to 
Pelileo were buried in a huge land 
slide. 


Estimates "of 
the 
devastation 
mounted as it became clear that 
farms, too, had suffered heavy dam 
age. Hundreds of farms, large and 
small, have been damaged or ruined 
by crevices and floods.

Cleaning Way To Town 


Army engineers were slowly clear- 
ing the way to the town, while pilots 
maneuvered planes through a nar- 
row canyon to take in supplies. 


The road between Banos and Peli- 
leo in the center of the quake area 
was wiped out by landslides for 15 
miles, leaving an emergency airlift 
as the only means of supply. 


Eyewitnesses from the area said 
they did not believe the death toll 
ever would be known definitely. Es- 
timates have ranged up to 6,000 
though the most reliable have stop- 
ped at 4,000. 


President Oalo Plaza Lasso has 
estimated the damage at $20,000,000 
in the rich industrial and agricul- 
tural area, though he has stated 
this was a moderate figure. 


Meanwhile, troops and police in 
the valley were ordered to fire on 
looters without questions. The cab- 
inet ordered a special cavalry de- 
tachment to Pelileo to control the 
Salasacas Indians who threatened 
to pillage ruined areas. 


A member of a medical brigade, 
reaching Guayaquil after Ihree days 
In Pelileo where he treated injured, 
said little had been done to clear 
away debris because of the lack of 
heavy earthmoving machinery. 


The cries of trapped men, women 
and children could still be heard in 
the ruins, he said, and relatives were 
helpless* to give aid except to pass 
food and water to some through 
crevices.

Passed By Senate 


Washington, 
Aug. 9—i/P)— The 
five-year federal program to help 
states build hospitals and health 
centers would be expanded and ex- 
tended under a bill passed by the 
Senate today and sent to the House. 


Senator Hill (D-Ala) introduced 
the bill for himself and 13 other 
senators. 


Under present law congress pft)- 
viaes $75,000,000 a year for five 
years ending June 30, 1951. 
The 
federal government pays a third of 
a project's cost, the state and local 
governments the remainder. 


The new bill would authorize an 
annual appropriation of 5150.000,000 
yearly starting with 
the 
present 
fiscal year and ending with the year 
terminating Juns 30, 1955. 


It also would set up a new match- 
ing formula under which states could 
receive aid up to two thirds of the 
cost of a project. In general, states 
with the lowest per capita incomes 
would receive the' largest federal 
contributions.

Other risks he mentioned were 
the possible seizure of the investors' 
property by a foreign government 
without adequate and prompt com- 
pensation; and destruction of prop- 
erty due to war. 


In effect, the treasury chief said 
the proposal to offer the guarantees 
would be an extension of the Mar- 
shall plan for European recovery. As 
in the Marshall plan, he said, the 
foreign countries themselves would 
have major responsibilities. It would 
be up to them, he said, to do every-' 
thing possible to clear the way for 
an inflow of private U.S. capitai into 
their lands.
